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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard ( First Revision ) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft 
finalized by the Eye Surgery Instruments Sectional Committee, had been approved by the Medical Equip- 
ment and Hospital Planning Division Council. 

This standard was first published in 1980 and has been revised to x;over the requirements of different 
patterns of hook, namely, Green's, Jameson's, Steven's and Moorfield's. 

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, the 
final value, observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off 
in accordance with IS 2 : 1960 'Rules for rounding off numerical values ( revised )'. The number of 
significant places retained in the rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value in 
this standard.

1 SCOPE 

1.1 This standard covers the shape, dimensions 
and other requirements for the following patterns 
of strabismus hook, used in eye surgery: 

a) Green's pattern, 

b) Culler's pattern, 

c) Jameson's pattern, 

d) Steven's pattern, and 

e) MoorfiekTs pattern.

3 SHAPE AND DIMENSIONS 

3.1 The shape and dimensions of the hooks of 
different patterns shall be as shown in Fig. 1. 

4 MATERIALS 

4.1 Hooks 

Hooks shall be made of stainless steel conform- 
ing to designation 30 Cr 13 of IS 6603 : 1972. 

4.2 Handle 

The handle shall conform to IS 7783 : 1981. 

5 WORKMANSHIP AND FINISH 

5.1 The hook shall be finished smooth and shall 
be free from burrs, pits, cracks and other surface 
defects.

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5.2 The edges shall be even and rounded off. 

5.3 The soldering of the shank to the handle 
shall be neat and sound. 

5.4 The hook shall be matt finished and passiva- 
ted. 

6 HEAT TREATMENT 

6.1 The hook shall be uniformly hardened and 
tempered to give a hardness of 380 to 420 HV. 

7 TESTS 

7.1 Performance Test 

A rubber strip 3 mm thick and 25 mm wide shall 
be gripped in a vice so as to form a loop of 
50 mm circumference, approximately. The hook 



shall be applied to the loop and pulled with a 
moderate force. On release, the hook shall show 
no sign of damage. 

7.2 Corrosion Resistance Test 

The hook shall satisfy boiling and autoclaving 
test as specified in IS 7531 : 1990. The hook shall 
show no sign of corrosion after the test. 

8 MARKING 

8.1 Each hook shall be marked with the indica- 
tion of the source of manufacturer. 

9 PACKING 

9.1 Packing shall be done as agreed to between 
the purchaser and the supplier.
